NATIVE AMERICAN RADIO CORRESPONDENCE COURSE 
SET TO BEGIN 


The Seattle Indian Center has received a 
grant from the Department of Education to teach 
an Adult Education radio correspondence program 
on KRAB. The program is designed to assist 
Indian adults in qualifying for the high school 
equivalency certificate. 

The project involves distributing learning 
materials to Native Indians within KRAB's 
coverage area and coordinating radio broadcasts, 
call-in question and answer, and, one-to-one 
personal counseling. 

Two one-hour programs will be aired live 
each week, with each program repeated once pre- 
recorded. The project consists of live broad- 
casts on Tuesdays and Thursdays from 10-11 a.m., 
and their taped re-broadcast on Wednesdays and 
Fridays from 7-8 p.m. The first broadcast is 
Tuesday, Oct. 27 at 10 a.m, 

This is a very unique project and many 
people have their eyes on it to gauge its 
effectiveness. KRAB is pleased to participate 
in this worthy experiment and wishes the pro- 
ject great success. 


UPDATE: 
KRAB-FM SOLAR REMODEL & SITE PRQJECTS 


With the end of the summer, outside work is reach- 
ing a seasonal slowdown, The station facility it- 
self has a new exterior to offer the neighborhood, 
along with a little brightness.

thé greenhouse. The new entrance/deck to KRAB will
